PROGRAM CHANGE APPLICATION 
ASSOCIATE IN ARTS PROGRAM TO BACCALAUREATE PROGRAM 

The Program Change Application from the Associate in Arts Program to the Baccalaureate 
Program is an application procedure for students who wish to transfer from the Associcate 
in Arts Program at the Doheny Campus to the Baccalaureate Program at the Chalon Campus 
of Mount St. Mary's College. The requirements for admission are listed on page 22 
of the college catalog. Students transferring should have a minimum of a 2.25 
cummulative grade point average. (Some majors have special requirements). 

The following information will be beneficial, if you are considering a Program Change: 

1. Program Change Application Packets are availabe in the Admissions Office, Building 
//7, from Kathy Cervantes. There is no charge for this service. 

2. Complete the application, including official recommendations of: 

a. Academic Advisor (Sufficient for those without a Specialization Director). 

b. Specialization Director. 

c. Dean of Associate in Arts Programs. 

d. Financial Aid Director. (if applicable) 

3. Complete and submit the attached Request for Academic Records form to the Registrar's 
Office, Building #10. Request a transcript of all completed work at Mount St. 
Mary's College. If applicable, a copy of the transfer credit evaluation of 

course work completed at other colleges should also be requested and included. 

4. Submit the completed application form and transcripts to Kathy Cervantes in the 
Admissions Office in Building #7 by Friday, February 27, 1981 . 

5. The Admissions Office will review your application and transcripts. You will be 
informed by a letter of the decision. 

NURSING -STUDENTS : The Admissions Committee of the Nursing Department makes the 
official decision regarding the acceptance to the Baccalaureate Degree Program. 
Among the factors to be considered: academic progress, health, aptitude for 
the Nursing profession, application, and transcripts. 

Those students who still need general education courses, (those not ready for the 
Senior year), and who wish to attend full-time or part-time will follow the same 
procedure for application. Upon satisfactory completion of the required courses, 
the student will be reviewed for acceptance into the Department of Nursing. 

6. If you are interested in Housing, and indicate this on your Change of Program 
application, you will receive an application for the residence halls with your 
letter of acceptance. 

Students applying for the following fall semester pre-register for courses in the 
late spring along with other Chalon students. 

DEADLINE : The deadline for application of students wishing to pursue their education 

at the Baccalaureate level in the fall semester is FRIDAY, FEBRUARY 27, 1981 . 

This deadline is established to insure registration in the classes you 
need for the following semester, as well as to make arrangements for 
housing.
